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The Dominion, 

Fifty-four years have rolled 
by since the Fathers of Confeder- 
ation linked together five Cana- 
dian provinces in the Dominion 
that has since extended its fron- 
tiers to the Pacific and the Arctic 
and admitted four more provinces 
te membership. Long as it is int 
the span of a human life, a half 
century is not a long period in the 
life of a nation, and Canada has 
no cause to think lightly of the 
growth it has made in population, 
production, wealth and world pres- 
tige in the first five decades of 
its national existence.

One of its most distinguished 
sons claimed that the twentieth 
century was to be ‘*Canada’s 
Century,’’ as the previous one had 
seen the phenomenal growth of 
the great republic of the United 
States. There are signs that his 
words will be verified, though the 
world war interrupted for a time 
the normal course of things, and 
compelled Canadians, as others, to 
concentrate upon defence rather 
than development. But one re- 
sult of the war is likely to be to 
stimulate the process of nation- 
al expansion, it, for the time, sus- 
pended, After war conditions in 
Europe are complicated and un- 
settled, with the prospect uncer- 
tain, and taxation grinding. One 
natural effect is to sharpen the de- 
sire of enterprising people in the 
old world to make a start in a new 
lene; and of all new lands Canada 
now appeals the most readily to 
the oversea peoples wiio are most 
welcome here. ‘The despatches 
announced a few days ago that 
the Dominion Government had 
Stopped for the time, all immigra- 
tion effort in Europe. For the 
reason that it is no longer neces- 
sary. People are coming as fast 
as they can be absorbed into the 
national life. Perhaps the effort 
will not have to be resumed. We 
may have reached at an earlier 
stage in our national career the 
point attained by the United 
States, when, instead of having 
to hunt for immigrants, our task 
will be to sift them at the ports 
of entry, reject the undesirables 
and still admit as large a stream 
as can be taken care of. Be that 
as it may, Canada is to Europe 
the new country with the strong. 
est appeal to, and bound, therefore 
to get the largest share of those 
who decide to try their fortunes 
under other skies, And getting 
people, of the right sort, all else 
will follow. Inerease in produe- 
tion and wealth, and along other 
lines of national expansion must 
come with increase of population,

Imperial Oil Plane Damaged at 
Fort Norman; Trip, North Made. 
In 12 Hours; Return in 25 Days 


Accident Took Place When Landing Was Being Made At 
Norman and Pontoon Struck Upturned Ice in Mackenzie 
River—Pilot Reports That Three Bayes Brothers Were 


Drowned.

Peace, River, Alta., June 29—Pilot Fullerton of ‘‘P’’ machine, 


Tmperial Oil monoplane, which left here over a month ago was a pas- 
senger on the D, A. Thomas which arrived this morning. He was 
accompanied by Mechanie Hill. 

Speaking with reference to the non-appearance of the big plane, 
Mr. Fullerton had little to say for publication beyond the fact that 
the trip to Fort Norman where the plane is at present at anchor was 
wade in a little over twelve hours flying time. The flight, with the 
exception of that from Peace River to Fort Vermilion was against 
heavy head winds. 

As the plane was equipped with pontoons the water route was 
followed, making a course of over 1,500 miles, Stops were made at 
Smith, Hay River and Simpson. 

The journey was uneventful until Fort Norman was reached 
when in making a landing on the Mackenzie river a large block of 
submerged ice came in contact with one of the pontoons which were 
of very light construction, damaging it to such.an extent that another 
one had to be constructed of local material. This accident prevented 
further-flying until a proper pontoon was secured. Beyond the dam-, 
aged pontoon, the plane is in good shape. The accident was due, it is 
geid, to unavoidable eireumstances as the ice was upside down and 
therefore of the color of the water. The accident put a damper on what 
would apparently have been a record trip to and from the north 

Mr. Fullerton expects to leave here on Saturday next, July 2nd 
on the return trip of the Thomas. The trip from Norman by gas boat 
and steamer was made in 25 days, he having left there on June 3rd. 

Concerning the drowning of the Bayes party he said: ‘‘The three 
Bayes boys were the victims, the only survivor being the fourth man 
who is now at Hay River. All the bodies were recovered and inter- 
ment took place at Hay River Mission. The cause of the accident was 
striking a rock on'the Hay river below the Alexandra falls.
